White House and It was not until the 
sun was setting that business gave 
way to pleasure and the big motor 
car whirled the chief executive away 
from a cabinet meeting for a drive 
along the Essex county shore with 
Mn. Taft. 
Even church attendance was omit 
ted, for during the forenoon pardon 
cases were considered. 
In the afternoon Secretary of the 
Treasury 
MacVeagh 
and Attorney 
General Wickershnm and Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer discussed for an hour 
or more the iutricate and delicate 
questions of the personnel of the new 
tariff board, the changes in the inter­ 
state commerce and anti-trust acts, 
and some economic measures which 
have been instituted in the navy de­ 
partment. 
The make-up of the new tariff board 
was discussed in detail and a list of 
forty or more names for the three 
places was carefully examined. The 
cabinet paused for a while over the 
name of James B. Reynolds, assistant 
secretary of the treasury, before hast­ 
ening to the others and it is thought 
probable that the Massachusetts tariff 
rate expert may be further consid­ 
ered. No definite action, however, 
will be taken until a more complete 
cabinet meeting is held. 


Would Shift 
Labors. 
Regarding the proposed changes in 
the interstate commerce act, it is 
stated that the efforts of the adminis­ 
tration will be toward lifting from the 
shoulders of the present board the 
work of investigating rates and al­ 
leged violations of the act, and shift­ 
ing such labors to the department of 
commerce. 
After a long consideration of the 
Sherman anti-trust act and in the 
light of hundreds of decisions, the ad­ 
ministration is firm in the conviction 
that only the most carefully consid­ 
ered changes in even the wording of 
the different sections of the act can 
be suggested to congress and that 
those suggestions should deal only 
with the application of cases which 
It is believed were never Iii contem­ 
plation by the framers of the original 
statute. Take two instances: A mer­ 
chant or manufacturer engaged in a 
legitimate business that covers cer­ 
tain states wishes to sell his business 
and his good will, and so in the terms 
of the sale obligates himself to the 
purchaser not to go into the same 
business in those states. Such a re­ 
straint of the trade has always been 
enforced at common law. Again, the 
employes of an interstate railroad 
combine and enter upon a peaceable 
and lawful strike to secure better 
wages. At common law such was not 
a restraint of trade or commerce, or 
a violation of the rights of the com­ 
pany or the public. 
It is the belief 
of the astute lawyers of the present 
administration that neither case ought 
to be made a violation of the Sher­ 
man act.

MASCOT FOR LATHAM. 
H istory of Bob W om ack, Who 8old a 
Bonanza In Gold For $500. 
Robert Womack, famous as the dis­ 
coverer of Cripple Creek, who died re­ 
cently at Colorado Springs, Colo., nev­ 
er profited by his great discovery and 
died in comparative poverty. 
Womack was born in Kentucky sixty- 
six years ago, and, with several other 
thildren, his father took him to Col­ 
orado in the early sixties. 
The Wo­ 
macks settled on land on Cripple creek, 
where they raised cattle. 
They re­ 
mained for several years, when the 
elder Womack, with a son named Wil­ 
liam, went to Colorado Springs. 
Rob­ 
ert Womack, however, believing there 
was gold around Cripple Creek, re­ 
mained there and kept up a tireless 
search for many years. 
At last his 
expectations were realized. 
It was 
while riding the range with his broth­ 
er-in-law, Theodore Lowe, 
that he 
found traces of gold in a piece of 
float rock which he picked up. 
Im­ 
mediately Womack sent Lowe on a 
six days’ ride to Denver to have the 
rock assayed, while he himself went 
on with his work. On his return Lowe 
had a certificate showing that the 
piece of float rock gave returns of $250 
In gold to the ton. 
The two then set out for the place 
where Womack found the rock, In 
what is known now as Poverty gulch, 
just outside the limits of Cripple 
Creek. 
After some years, however, 
Lowe gave up the task, but Womack 
was as persistent as ever. It was not 
until January. 1901, that Womack was 
finally repaid for all his efforts. Then 
he came across the real gold metal in 
what is now known as the El Paso 
lode of the Gold King property, and 
later he struck a bonanza lode. 
Apparently he could not stand pros­ 
perity, for soon after his discovery he 
went to Colorado Springs and during 
an alleged spree sold his bonanza for 
$500. It was during one of these visits 
to the Springs that Womack rode 
through the streets brandishing a re­ 
volver and proclaiming his secret. The 
next few days witnessed one of the 
biggest rushes to the scene of his dis­ 
covery that the west has ever known. 
When he finally came to his senses 
and decided to return to Cripple Creek 
Womack found that the best mining 
property had been seized by others. 
He succeeded in staking out a few 
claims, but they proved valueless. 
Finding that he would have to go to 
work, he did so without a murmur. 
Records show that from the land 
where Womack first found gold $238,- 
000,000 worth of the yellow metal has 
been taken.

NEW STYLE FIRECRACKER. 


Machine Made Kind In Jersey May 
Displace the Chinese Cracker. 
Montclair and Orange capitalists In 
New Jersey are behind a firecracker 
plant which was recently put in op­ 
eration in a secluded spot near Little 
Ferry, N. J., that may put the Chi­ 
nese firecracker out of the American 
market. 
The Jersey firecracker is be­ 
ing made by an automatic machine 
that has a capacity of thirty-six per 
minute, and the facilities at present 
permit the manufacture of 216,000 
firecrackers each day. 
The cost of production is said to be 
less than the Import duty paid on the 
Chinese firecrackers, as no human 
hand is required to touch the cracker 
from the beginning of its manufacture 
to the end, the process being entirely 
automatic.

DR. WU’S BRILLIANT CAREER. 


H a. 
Famous 
Chinese 
Minister Who 
Aga in Been Recalled. 
D r. WU T ing Fang, th e C hinese m in­ 
ister to th e U nited States, w ho w as 
recently recalled by th e regency, i3 
one o f th e best know n m en in th e im ­ 
perial diplom atic service. 
H e w as 
born in th e H ainhui d istrict, K w ang- 
tung, 
China, 
about sixty-five years 
ago. 
H e w as educated in th e Chinese 
classics a t C anton and studied E ng­ 
lish a t H ongkong. 
H e w as enrolled a t 
Lincoln’s Inn, London, in 1874, w here 
he studied in tern atio n al law and oth er 
legal su bjects for tw o years, w hen he 
w as adm itted to practice a t th e E ng­ 
lish bar. 
R eturning to C hina in 1877, he pass­ 
ed th rough th e U nited 
S tates and 
m ade a study of national institutions 
and colleges. 
On his arriv al a t H ong­ 
kong he practiced law u ntil 1882, when 
die w as appointed as legal adviser and 
deputy for foreign affairs a t Tientsin 
by L l flu n g Chang, then viceroy of 
Chihli. 
W hile serving in th is capacity 
he becam e interested in railroads and 
built th e first railw ay in China. 
H e 
becam e prom oter and chief director 
of th e K ai P in g R ailw ay com pany and 
later w as appointed by th e im perial 
governm ent codirector in the railw ay 
bureau, then interested in the con­ 
struction of railw ays in north China. 
On the establishm ent of th e T ientsin 
university in 1805 be w as appointed 
chief director, and in the sam e year 
he w as m ade first secretary of the 


em bassy of peace m issions to Jap an 
and plenipotentiary fo r exchanging ra t­ 
ifications of the peace tre a ty effected 
in Chifu. 
H e also assisted in nego­ 
tiatin g in Pekin th e C hino-Japanese 
tre a ty of com m erce and navigation 
w hich w as ratified in October, 1896. 
In th e follow ing y ear he w as sen t as 
envoy 
extraordinary 
and 
m inister 
plenipotentiary to th e U nited Stales, 
w hich office he held until 1902, w hen 
he w as recalled to China. 
In 1907 he 
was reappointed to th e sam e post 
D r W u T ing F an g has contributed 
num erous essays on econom ics and po­ 
litical su b jects to th e leading A m erican 
and B ritish m agazines and new spapers. 
H e has lectured repeatedly before u n i­ 
versity classes in th e U nited States 
and abroad, and In 1900 th e degree of 
LL. D. w as conferred upon him by th e 
U niversity of P ennsylvania.

m arried and has several children, all 
of whom are being educated in A m er­ 
ican and English universities.

P ittsb u rg , Aug. 23.— O ne sta te troop­ 
er, one deputy sheriff, and th ree for­ 
eigners w ere shot and killed in a wild 
riot a t th e P ressed S teel C ar com­ 
pany’s p la n t in Schoenville, whose 
em ployes a re now on strik e. 
A t least 
a score of persons w ere seriously 
w ounded, te n fatally. 
T ho rioting fol­ 
lowed a day of quiet and broke w ith­ 
out w arning. 
T he follow ing p a rtia l list of th e 
dead and injured w as m ade up from 
rep o rts from th e m orgue, hospital and 
several physicians’ offices. 
T he dead 
are; 
John L. W illiam s, s ta te trooper;
